Explanations and Comments 
1. The Need lor Rest, verses 31, 
32. The disciples returned from 
their mission tour flushed with suc- 


‘cess, but they were greatly wearied 


and needed rest. They needed like- 
wise an opportunity for taking coun- 
sel with their Master. Neither rest 


nor communion was possible, how-, 


ever, so great was the crowd that 
continually came and went about 
Jesus, They had no leisure even to 
eat, Mark tells us, “Come ye your- 
selves apart unto a desert piace and 
rest a while,” Jesus bade. According- 


ly, they set off in their boat with him, 


for un uninhabited spot (for this is 
the meaning here of the word des 
ert), on the other side of the lake. 

There come times in the lives of all 
Christian workers when they need to 
heed “his counsel of Christ to go 
apart and rest a while. Rest is not 
the regular program: it is only the 
temporary expediency.
